JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA, 

The dates extend to the 29th May. The outward French mail 
of 12th April arrived on the 27th May. The following summary 
is from the Japan Herald :— _ 

The survey of the part of Yedo which was burnt in the large 
fire some short time siuce has now been completed, and the fol- 
lowing breadths for the strects have been decided upon by the 
Government :—The main streets are to be fifteen ken wide, (a ken 
is about six feet), and the cross streets eight ken. Good drains 
are likewise to be laid down the sides of all the streets, which are 
all to be made straight, and which will be a great improvement 


“on the old crooked roads. 


The Mikado’s troops in Yedo seem to be in a deplorably de- 
moralised condition ; drinking and quarrelling appear to be the 
order of the day ; the officers seem to have little or no power to 
control the men under them. Foreigners are insulted by impu- 
dent gestures and blackguard epithets. What can the Govern- 
ment be about to permit such a discreditable state of things to 
continue? The conduct of the police contrasts favourably with ~ 
that of the swaggering, drunken insolence of the soldiery. 


An old conventional restriction has been removed from the Ja- 
panese theatres. Until recently, in the representation of historical 
events, in which important families have been concerned, the use 
of fictitious names has been required, in order that the sensibi- 
bilities of the descendants might not be wounded. Thus, for ex- 
ample, in the dramatic versiuu of the well known story of the 
Forty-seven Roning, the time of action was transf to the 
Shogunate of Ashikaga, and the hero’s name was changed from 
Oishi to Oboshi. Henceforward, however, the actors will be per- 
mitted to use the actual names of participators in the events, and 
thus impart a more vivid reality, if possible, to their impersona- 
tions. By a Government decree all exhibitions of an indecent 
tendency in the theatres of Yedo are henceforth prohibited. 

A most disgraceful fight between some American sailors and 
marines took place in the Yoshiwarra, and it was not until one 
man’s head had been severely cut by a glass bottle or some such 
object that the Japanese police deigned to takeany notice of the - 

y; when they did, they went about their work in such a 
stupid manner that most of the culprits—certainly the worst ones 
—escaped. We believe that such scenes are of frequent occur- 
rence, and unless Japanese property is damaged or destroyed, the 
Japanese police generally let the combatants fight it out. It is 
a matter which ought to be seen to, as such scenes are a degrada- 
tion to foreigners. 

The operations of the Yokohama Gas Company have been 
much retarded by the late arrival of the plant. The pipes, 
&c., by the Oceana, Eastern Chief, and White Adder, are now 
about due. The engineer to the company anticipates being able 
to light the town with gas in about four months’ time, as the 
retort house and other buildings have been for some time com- 
pleted. After Yokohama proper has been lit, pipes will be laid 
on the Bluff and in the suburbs,—all to be completed within a 
twelvemonth.

3d. to at- 
tract supplies from abroad—and the resources of the country 
seem for the moment to be sufficiently drawn upo.. A high ex- 
change, if steady, would be preferable to those vioi :at fluctuations 
whick from time to time occur, and which are so rejudicial to 
the interests of commerce. 

The materials for the new Lyceum Theatre are, we observe, 
being rapidly collected on the selected site in the vi>ant ground 
to the north of Balfour-buildings; the ground plan of the 
building is being piled, and the works generally hav> an aspect 
of promising activity. The debentures for the building of the

Owing, we presume, to the absence of the major general com- 

manding, the review last evening was on a acale which caused 
considerable disappointment to the vast crowd of foreigners and 
Ohinese who had assembled to witness the manwuvres. Three 
feus de joie and a march past the saluting point, where H.E. the 
Governor, Lady Kennedy, Miss Kennedy, and others had stationed 
themselves, comprised the whole of the proceedings, which, consi- 
dering that three days’ notice had been given, were voted to be 
rather bald. The artillery and engineers did not put in an ap- 
pearance, and the twenty-one gun salute was fired by the Murray 
battery in three instalments of seven each. 

The vacancy inthe Consular representations of the United States 
at,the new port of Kiung-chow in Hainan, caused by the death 
of Mr. C. D. Williams, has, says the Courier, been filled by the 
appointment to the post of Mr. B. B. Lewis, long connected with 
the United States Consulate General at Shanghai, gentleman 
whose energy, intelligence, and acquaintance with the native cha- 
racter quality him in a high degree for the duties of his pionear 
position. : 

A Chinese Customs’ cruiser fired a few days since upon @ snake- 
boat at Macao, containing a party of gentlemen out on a picnic, 
and wounded one of the crew in the leg. They returned to Btacac 
and proceeded to inform his Excellency Viscount de 8. Januario 
of what had happened. Next morning the Governor despatched 
a steamer with the harbour master and two of the party to tho 
scene of the outrage, and on arrival there they were informed by 
the commander of one of the cruisers that they had express orders 
from the authorities at Canton to fire upon all the snake-boats 
they came across. We hope, for the sake of the cruisers, that 
similar orders will not be given as to hakows and pullaways in 
Hong Kong.

Alexander’s long experience in the Colony, as Registrar, Acting 
Chief Magistrate, and Acting Colonial Secretary and Treasurer, 
conjoined to his thorough knowledge of the local records, will 
make him a valuable acquisition at the Council table. We 
understand that the appointment emanates directly from Lord 
Kimberley, and the compliment to Mr. Alexander is therefore 
he greater. It is seldom that the Colonial Office manages, of its 
own motion, to make a selection so generally acceptable as the 
one under notice. The disposition thereby shown to extend the 
range of official nominations is, we may also hope, indicative of 
an intention to shew a similar liberality as regards those of non- 
officials also. The Qouncil now consists of five official and four 
non-official members, exclusive of H.E. the Governor. One of 
the gentlemen formerly holding office will, therefore, ié may be 
presumed, return to his duties as a Legislator. 

We hear that the representatives of the German Empire vis-a- 
vis the Chinese authorities demand and insist upon a larger mea- 
sure of protection both fur missionaries and converts than has 
been asked hitherto for British labourers in the same field. Our 
readers will remember that we chronicled, some eight months 
ago, the destruction of a German missionary chapel and station 
at Shek-lung, near Canton. A Roman Catholic station under 
French protection was destroyed at the same time, and for this a 
considerable compensation was demanded and obtained by the 
Fronch Consul. A sum was paid in soni pensstioa deemed by the 
Chinese sufficient to recoup the entire loss, rebuild the chapel, 
and replace all in statu guo. The amount, however, not being 
deemed satisfactory, a demand has been made that a sum similar 
to that paid to the French representative be handed over to that 
of Germany. This betokens a firm determination on the part of 
the latter to enforce the fullest observance of the Treaty engage- 
ments made by China. 

The launch of the screw steamer Conchita, from the building 
yard of the Dock Company at Kowloong, took place this morning 
at 9-30, in the presence of a few select spectators. The christen- 
ing part of the eeoeinee was performed by Master Robert 
Duncan, Jun., and punctual to a minute the shores were struck 
down, and at the command of the Foreman Superintendent, “up 
daggers, down triggers,” the hull of the vessel began slowly, but 
surely, to move. As she emerged from the launching ways and 
got safely afloat, the scene was one of great animation, and a round 
of cheers welcomed one of the most successful launches that have 
taken place in our port. The vessel has been built for a firm in Ma» 
nila, and will be employed in bringing produce from up river 
down to the port of shipment. Light draught, being the greatest 
consideration, has been happily attained, as her draught, with 
machinery and boiler on board, is only 25 inches aft and 18 
inches forward. Her hull is built on the composite principle 
with teak planking and decks, the whole being substantially se- 
cured to the iron frames with copper bolts, Her principal dimen~ 
sions are—length, over all, 90 feet; breadth, extreme, 15 feet ; 
and depth of hold, 7 feet.

BANGKOK. : 
The Siam Advertiser has the following items :—- 
There are rumours passing the rounds that three or four prin- 
cesses and two servants have been accused of stealing gold chains, 
diamonds, and precious stones. The gold chains, diamonds, and 
other precious stones that were attached to the King’s sword had 
been taken away, and imitation chains and precious stones had 
replaced them. These depredations, it is rumoured, were made 
during the late reign, but have only recently been discovered. 
Some say those accused of the theft have received ninety lashes 
each. The servants are to be executed, and the princesses 
i fee of as the law provides for persons of their rank, if found 
really guilty of the theft. Others say the ladies of rank who are. 
implicated are being tried, and it is not yet known what their 
punishment will be. If there is any basis for the rumours, and 
princesses should be implicated and found guilty, their sentence 
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will doubtless be death. The execution of princes and princesses 
would be at some prominent temple. They would be bound— 
fastened in a bag—a block of Chan-wood of triangular shape 
would be placed on the ground, the fastened bod ses be turned 
face down, so as to bring the neck below the chin on the trian- 
gularblock ; at a given signal the first executioner, after raising 
his Chan-wood cudgel, would strike the fatal blow on the back of 
the neck and the three other executioners, similarly armed, would 
sontinue their blows upon the body till it entirely ceased to quiver. 
The bag containing the executed body would then be weighted 
and thrown into the river.

YoxouamMa.—New Teas had been coming in freely, and a fair 
business had been transacted in them. High prices had ruled, but the 
tendency wa. to vasier rates at the cluse, and a lower markct was huped 
for. Arrivals of New Tea had been about 3,000 piculs, settlements 
2,300, and the stock was 446 piculs. At Hiogo the first arrivals of 
New Tea had been bought at figures $5.00 to 7.00 per picul over those 
of Jast year. 

Hanxow.—Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer, and Co.’s report is as fol- 
lows :—We last addressed you per French mail of 21st May, since 
which date a very fair business has been transacted, settlements for the 
intervening week amounting to 34,850 chests 42,624 half-chests, 
24,613 boxes. Attention has heen a good deal engaged with the in- 
spection of the early settlements and the despatch of steamers. Much 
trouble and annoyance bas been occasioned by the arrival of Teas in 
balk, greatly inferior to chest muster. This arises from the hurrying 
down of one or two chests of young leaf to which extra care in mani- 
pulation has been given, the Tea in bulk being made up later. This 
objectionable practice is more in vogue this year than usual, and partly 
accounts for the very early commencement of the season. The Aga- 
memnon, with 2,550,408 lbs. on board, left port on the 25th, having 
been one week only in port. She will probably leave the mouth of the 
river about the same time as the P. and O. steamer Deccan. The Erl 
King is expected to Jeave during the day, and will be followed by the 
Hong Kong and Gordon Castle. With regard to prices, settlements have 
been made as follows :—Fine to finest Ningchows Tis. 33 to 36, one or 
two parcels realising up to Tls. 40, medium to fine Tls. 26 to 33 per picul. 
Oonfars, TIs. 25 to 30) ; Cheong-sow- kaia, Tis. 24 to 303 ; Toong-shans, 
25 to S04, one fine chop selling at Tls. 344. Yung-tow-toongs, Tls, 233 
to 284, other medium Oopacks and Ovnams Tis. 20} to 26 per picul. 
A few parcels of Shuntam Tea have been shown, and one or two sales 
are reported at Tls. 17 to 194 per picul. These Teas are decidedly 
better than last year both in leaf and cup, but we think prices too 
high for safety. The above represent pretty nearly the present quota- 
tions for Teas, and consideriog the inferiority of the parcels now on 
offer we estimate an advance in value of from one to two taels over the 
lowest point. 

K1UK1aANG.—Settlements on the spot from the 15th to the 29th May 
had been 8,448 half-chests Ningchow at Tls. 33 to 38. Stock 2,481 
chests, 26,880 half-chests, and 14,109 boxes, chiefly Ningchows and 
Hohows. 

SuHANGHAI.— Black: Masters representing about 7,000 chests had 
been placed on the market, but as yet teamen had not been willing to 
sell their Teas at such offers as had been made. The majority of the 
stock on offer consisted of Hohow Teas, and these were not so guod as 
last season’s crop, being deficient in both strength and flavour. Set- 
tlements for the fortnight, nil; re-shipments on owners’ account, 
10,100 chests; stock, about 6,400 packages. Green: There had not 
been any business to notice. The stock consisted only of 558 half- 
chests local-packed Tea, as before reported. 

Foocnow.—Messrs. Westall, Galton, and Co.’s letter, dated 1st 
June, reports that since the 25th Maya moderate business has been 
done at opeding prices, which were about 15 per cent. higher than-last 
ie There had been some business in Oolongs, Flowery Pekoes, and 

ted Teas, The steamer Malacca having sailed, and the steamer 
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Canton being engaged full, buying was not general, and the market 
closed weak. Arrivals of Congou to date amounted to 180,638 chests, 
against 39,536 chests in same period last season. In Congous atten- 
tion had been paid exclusively to the good medium to finest 
kinds. The crack chops had been sought after by the buyers for the 
Russian market, and settled at high prices —one ‘Kit Faung”’ 
having fetched Tls. 424 shorg or Tls. 73 above last year. The 
general scale established for fimeet Sieu Mieu is Tls. 3 to 4 over 
last year. Choice Ching Wo’s gave been settled up to Tis. 38 short,. . 
and Panyongs up to Tis. 36. Yung Hows have been taken ag - 
high as Tis. 26, and Saryunes up to Tls. 26} short. It was stated in the 
letter of 25th May that the quality of the crop was inferior to last 
year's; this must be modified, the later arrivals show it to be fully 
equal to last year’s. Souchongs: Only two chops of common low 
country kinds have been shown. Oolongs have been in fair demand 
for England, and the quality of late arrivals is better. Flowery Pekoe : 
Cansiderable settlements of this description have been made by Conti- 
nental buyers at high prices. The quality of the chop is fine. Scented 
Teas are, as usual with early arrivals, rather deficient in scent. Prices 
are about the same as last year. Quotations are :—Congou: Finest and 
crack chops, 23. 33d. to 2s. 73d.; fine to finest, 1s. 113d. to 2s. 23d.; 
good medium to fine, 1s. 8$d. to 1s, 11d. ; flavoury to medium, 1s. 2fd. 
to ls. 73d.; dust, 73d. Oolons, 1s. 93d to 1s. 11d. Flowery Pekoe: 
Fine to choicest, 3s. 5}d. to 4s. 74d. Scented Teas: Fine to finest, 
1s, 11d. to 28. Ofd. Rates of freight ure £4 103. to £5 per ton of 40 
cubic feet per steamer to London, on a scale fora passage of 50 days 
or under; the ship Duke of Abercorn has‘a considerable amount of ton- 
nage engaged at £4 per ton of 50 cubic feet. The following steamers 
are in port: Canton, Glengyle, Achilles, and Statesman, all for London; 
for the Colonies, Acacia, Emma, and Adelheid. The steamer Malacca 
sailed May 3lst for London, with 1,261,253 lbs. 

Amoy.—Further arrivals of Oolongs had taken place and there was 
a stock of about 13,000 half-chests on offer, representing 210 chops, 
which, when fully down from the country, will aggregate about 30,000 
half-chests. Teamen were asking very high prices, but no disposition 
had thus fur been shown by foreigners to begin operations. 

Swatow.—No further transactions had taken place in Tea, and 
there is nothing to report from this placo in addition to what was given 
in our last issue. 

CanTon.—The transactious during the fortnight had been to a fair 
extent, but were mostly concluded shortly after the departare of last 
mail. Latterly, quietne:s had prevailed in the market, and more 
discrimination being exhibited in selection, prices had ruled in favour 
of buyers. Canton District Congous: 200 chests sold at Tis. 16 to 23. 
Scented Teas: Scented Orange Pekces commanded some little attention 
early in the fortnight, and purchasers of medium long leaf sorts at 
Tis, 22 to 25 fully supported previous currency, but more late settle- 
ments showed better value in this class; small parcels of fincst had 
gone at Tls. 29 to 31 per picul. In new-make kinds, of fair quality, 
there had been settlements at Tls, 17 to 18} per picul. Scented Capers 
were taken freely after the departure of last mail at extreme prices, 
considering the poor quality of the Teas; the demand, however, shortly 
subsided, and latterly buyers had chiefly turned their attention to well 
scented parcels. The fair to medium grades could be purchused at a 
decline of TI. 1, but a further reduction would be necessary to induce 
much buying. Canton Greens: Of Gunpowders, good medium to fine 
sorts only were wanted for the English market, the few lots of lower 
class were for shipment elsewhere; in these there had been no change 
in value. Of Imperial, 4,000 boxes had been purchased for a Conti- 
nental order.

SHANGHAI.—Messrs, Skegg’s Circular offers the following remarks : 
—Bale musters reached here on the 22nd May, and the market was 
opened on the 24th by small purchases of very common, and No. 5 
Tsatlees at from 233. Od. to 24s. Od., with inferior 4}’s at 25s. 2d. ; 
since then exchange has advanced to 63. 3d., and generally there 
has been very little desire shown to operate ; one or two anxious 
buyers however have come forward and made a market for Red Pea- 
cocks at Tls. 500, and Kukee’s Chin Jans at Tis. 520 at exchange 6s. 3d., 
27s. Od. and 28s. respectively. This has not been followed up, and 
dealers at the close are becoming auxious to sell at a concession of 10 
taelsperpicul.

540. With rogard to the quality of the Silk we have to express a very 
unfavourable opinion, the arrivals so far having every character that is 
bad, coarse, foul, badly reeled and badly packed, but whether it is attri- 
butable to hasty preparation or is to characterise the seasun’s produce 
remains to be seen. 

Canron.—The market has continued active during the fortnight at 
advancing rates; late arrivals were worse in colour and more kniblay 
than those at first; this heing more especially the case with regard to 
Nos. 4, 5, and inferior Tsatlees ; notwithstanding this inferiority, trans- 
actions had been considerable, the French Mail steamer having taken 
about 530 bales, and settlements reported since her departure at 404 
bales.

Lasuan Coau.—The Times says with regard to the supply of coal 
it seems extraordinary that while virtually inexhaustible mines of good 
quality are known to exist in the East, where labour is abundant, and 
where, owing to the extension of steam navigation, a supply is moat 
wanted, no successful effort is made for their development. About a 
quarter of a century ago the discovery that our island of Labuan was 
one of the richest centres of this material attracted general attention , 
but althoughall subsequent reports have confirmed the representations 
as to its accessibility and quality, and it has since been shown that the 
adjacent coast of Borneo possesses equally large supplies, nothing has 
been attempted for their development beyond some small or question- 
able schemes under obviously incompetent management which have 
resulted in loss to all concerned. It must be borne in mind that no 
discovery of fresh supplies either in Europe or America would cause 
any decisive benefit, because the present difficulty is not from want of 
coal but from want of labour, owing to the fact that from the effects of 
intemperance, on the one hand, and Trades’ Union influences on. the 
other, the higher the wages paid the less is the work done. The East 
is the only quarter where labour is untrammelled, and it would be in- 
teresting to the English public to learn, as far as the coal question is 
conlerned, why, in a British settlement where labour and material are 
both in abundance, nothing can be accompshed to mitigate an evil 
which promises to become one of the moetliserious ever inflicted upon 
the in dustry of civilised nations,

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Foreign Intelligence, 


GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Hamporg, July 16. 

An event of come importance hus occurred here within the last few 
days, which cannot fail to interest your readers that have any com- 
mercial relations with this city, as it affects the existence of what is 
known as the Hamburg Bank Valuta. When I stated in a former let- 
ter that Bremen had resolved to adopt the new monetary system of 
Germany based upon an exclusively gold currency, which she hes 
really put into execution from the Ist inst., I added my conviction that 
the axe was laid at the root of our old Banco money, and that as soon 
as the law became compulsory for the whole of the Empire it would be 
swept away like all the other different currencies, whatever attempts 
might be made to save and retain it. The Chamber of Commerce, a 
body elected by the Exchange, aod containing some of our most long- 
headed and clear-sighted men of business and experience in Anancial 
matters, entertained from the beginning very decided opinions on the 
snbject, and immediately after the final debate ia the German Parlia- 
ment, in which tho Hamburg members pleaded forcibly, but in vain, 
for retaining the Bank Vuluta, when they saw the hopelessness of doing 
anything more to save it, set themselves down to consider how the blow 
might be averted with the least possible injurious consequences to the 
commercial world. They therefore memorialised the Senate, suggesting 
the immediate conversion of Banco into the currency of the Empire at 
the fixed rate of 300 marks Banco for 150 thalers—as long as these 
were permitted to circulate—or 450 marks of the new gold money. 
This proposal met the general approbation of the Exchange, but was 
vigorously resisted by the Senate. Toappreciate fally this oppo:ition it 
may be needful to explain in a few words the composition of that body. 
According to the revised constitution of this city the Senate consists of 
sixteon members, eight of whom are lawyers and the other eight mer- 
chants or bankers or shipowners—in short connected with trade. They 
are all elected for life. Thus far they would be equally balanced, bat 
by a side wind they have managed to introduce six other members under 
various denominations, viz., three Syudici, two Secretaries of the Setfate, 
and the keeper of the Archives, who have all seats and votes at the Board, 
and are all lawyers. It is, therefore, plain that on all questions of 
finance and commerce the mercantile members, who, of eourse, have 
the greatest practical knowledge of the subject, must be outvoted and 
left in the minority. 


It cannot be said that the Senate hurried themselves to reply to the 
memorial of the Chamber of Commerce; but after the lapse of two 
months they did vouchsafe to retarn an answer containing something 
very like a snubbing, for they refused acceding to the proposal, de- 
scribing it with a greater effusion of verbosity than logic, as “ inoppor- 
tune, neither legally admissible, nor advisable from the point of view 
of political economy.” Further explanation they did not give. 

But the Chamber of Commerce was not to be so easily put down 
and silenced; and it was therefore determined to bring the subject be- 
fore the Burgerschaft, and appeal to the good sense of that body as the 
direct representative of the people. Accordingly, Herr C. Koyemann, 
who is the president of the Chamber of Commerce, and at the same time 
an elected member of the Burgerschaft, moved a resolution, signed by 
forty-eight other members as his seconders and supporters, praying the 
House to pass a Bill he brought in (embodying the proposals contained 
in the rejected memorial) and send it up to the Senate for their consent 
and approval. As the subject was not only of great importance, but 
urgently pressing, the House being about to adjourn for six weeks, it 
was placed at the head of the order of the day; but as a long debate 
ensued, and it was the last ordinary sitting, it was agreed to hold an 
extra sitting last Saturday, which was accordingly done, the result 
being that on the division the measure was carried almost unanimously 
—the numbers being 102 ayes to 5,noes. The House then adjourned 
till the 4th of September. ; 

Thus the matter rests for the present, and it remains to be seen what 
the Senate will do. The Bill is so framed that they can accept and 
promulgate it immediately and without further application to the Bur- 
gerschaft, which is now no longer in session. But it is not generally ex- 
pected that such will be their course of action, but rather delay giving 
any answer at all, as they have a great aversion to the appearance of 
being dictated to. I must confess that I also do not anticipate the 
Senate taking action, at all events immediately ; because I happen to 
know that the senator who fills the Presidential chair this year, and 
is, moreover, the representative of Hamburg in the Bundesrath or Fe- 
deral Council of the Empire—and consequently a personage of greatin- 
fluence—is violently opposed to the proposal. He is, besides, one of the 
above-mentioned lawyers, and of course has the majority at his command. 
He is a very shrewd and acute man of business, but cannot be expected, 
from the nature of his training, to have mastered such a difficult problem, 
and to understand the pros and cons of the theory of a subject which 
is an unfathomable mystery to at least nine-tenths of the Exchange. 


From Copenhagen we learn that the Royal Commissioners appointed 
to inquire into the expediency of changing the currency of the countr§ 
from silver to gold have terminated their labours, and urgently re- 
commend the immediate adoption of the new German monetary system. 
The Bill founded on this suggestion has been read the first and second 
time and passed unanimously ; but it will require some time before it 
can be practically put in execation, as the new gold coins mast first be 
coined before the present silver rixdalers and skillings can be called in 
aod put out of circulation. In consequence of this success, an agita- 
tion for a similar alteration of the currency has been commenced in 
the sister kingdoms of Norway and Sweden, and the proposal has met 
with the most enthusiastic reception: I may here add that the pro- 
posed alteration in the three Scandinavian kingdoms is not confined to 
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the monetary system, but extends to the weights and measures, which 
are to be in strict accordance with the decimal metrical system. 

Young lawyers of a certain standing and of the forensic rank of 
Gerichts-Referendaries are scught for by the German Government 
for the Consular Service abroad. Those who apply are to be sent out 
at once to China and Japan for two years to study the languages of 
those countries, at the end of which period, and after passing their 
examination, they will be employed at first as translators, and then be 

* permitted to work thelr way up to promotion In the service. 


COMMERCIAL. 

There is but little to report to-day. Tea is perfectly quiet, as is also 
the market for cleaned Rice; of rough, 6,000 bags of the recent 
arrivals have been taken by the millers at former rates. The imports 
during the first six months of this year were cnly 63,000 bags, against 
86,000 ditto in the corresponding period of 1871. There is a fair con- 
sumptive demand for Cassia Lignea at 10 sch. beo.; and a botter feeling 
prevails for Pepper, which isa shade dearer, 7} sch. beo. having been 
paid for Singapore. A few transactions are recorded in Spelter, amount- 
ing gees to 1,500 centners at 15 mks. 1 sch. to 15.5 for special 
marks. 








HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


RorrerDaM, July 17. 

The new Cabinet fis a piece of good luck for the newsvendors in this 
dead season. There is the utmost want for any political fact of some 
importance; but, nevertheless, our journalists can easily fill their 
columns with more or less apeeulative contemplations about the vitality 
of the Cabinet. The Liberal press is generally well content with the 
Ministry de Vries ; and only the Arnhemsche Courant entertains with 
me the fear that the struggle for the mastership between the official 
Premier and Mr. van de Putte will sooner or later become the stumbling- 
block. The Conservative papers become every day more furious that 
this occasion has passed without Mr. Heemskerk being able to take hold 
of the reins of Government. It is asserted—and I think it very credible 
—that the members of the Second Chamber will not meet in this Session 
for the despatch of business, and that the programme of the Ministry 
will be laid down in the Royal Speech, with which the new Session will 
be opened. 

In my former letter I told yon that cither Mr. Blusse or van Bosse 
would be made candidate for the vacant seat in the Lower House. This 
ramour has proved to be somewhat unfounded. It is quite true that 
Mr. van Bosse has been put on the list, but he is not the serious candi- 
date. Both our election clubs have, it is whispered, according to the 
wishes of Mr. Fransen van de Putte, promoted earnestly the candida- 
ture of a man whose name sounds extremely well in India, Mr. Otto 
van Rees. There is not the least doubt that he will be duly elected, 
now that his greatest competitor, Mr. Verniers van der Loeff, has de- 
clared that he will retreat. Mr. van Rees will certainly be one of the 
ablest members of Parliament, and the Colonial question will find in 
him a very warm and liberal protnoter. 

Up to this moment nothing transpired about official measures which 
would be taken in order that our colunies should be represented on the 
Vienna exposition. We, however, now learn by an Austria correspon - 
Genco that Mr. Van Bosse, the former Minister, has c.-operated with 
the commission in order that our colonies should be duly represented, 
whilst the Dutch Trading Company will forward a rich collection of 
samples of East India produces. The correspondent says nothing 
about the private traders and industrials, so that we are guite at a loss 
whether they will forward articles to this cxhibition. In the same 
letter it is asserted that China will send all sorts of things. He says :— 
* Les nouvelles qui viennent d’arriver de la Chine sont aurri trés favor- 
ables et font espérer une exposition dcs plus intéressantes, Toutes les 
classes de la société, les autorités, les industricls, marchands, etc., ont 
promis leur concours, et Jes travaux ovet commence avec un yéle qui 
promet les meilleurs résultats. L'exposition Chinoise comprendra ; 
Tindustrie séricicole, articles de commerce, produits de poterie, vases 
et utensiles en porcelaine, instraments aratoires, chaussures, habits, 
tiseus, tableaux, instruments de musique, etc. L’exposition universelle 
de Vienne sera la premiere qui offrira un tableau compret de l'industrie 
Chinoise.” 

The annual report of the Dutch India Railway Company has been pub- 
lished. The directors state that their task has become somewhat more 
pleasant, and that the dark clouds have passed away. They are of 
opinion that the means at disposal will be more than sufficient to con- 
struct the lines Samarang, Principulities and Batavia, Buitenzorg. The 
traffic of the lines cashed f.714,145.99, leaving a net balance of 
£.317,293.90. The number of passengers transported between Samarang 
and Bringin was 818,194. 

His Majesty the King started the day before yesterday to Switzerland. 
Her Majesty is slightly indisposed, so that she cannot leave her seat 
near the Hague. 

It is officially stated that seventy-nine students have passed their ex-- 
amination for the East India service, and of this number sixty were 
highly commended. 

COMMERCIAL. 

A quiet tone continues to prevail in business generally, as usual at 
this period of the year, but prices remain almost unaltered. The lete 
advance in Tin bas made farther progress. The market for Sugar re- 
mained stationary, in anticipation of the coming Trading Company’s 
auction. The valuations run between f.30 for No. 5; £.35} for No. 
12 ; £.363 for No. 16; and f.37 for No. 20. Spices: More inquiry has 
manifested itself for Nutmegs, and prices advanced for No. 1 at 202 ca, 
Cloves have crept upa little. Rice looks very quiet. Kapok, 1,065 
bales Java were offered for sale, but the greatest quantity way bought 
in; about 300 bales were sold at f.27 to f.37. Hides: Some lots ex 
Dunmore, Nestor, and Tiburnia found buyers. Cotton still dull. 
Arrack, 180 casks, ex Tiburnia, were sold.

PORTUGAL. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Lisson, July 13. 


The Royal family started on the 25th ult. on a visit to the Northern 
Provinces, and errived on the same day at Oporto. Their Majesties 
received the day following all the persons who were in the case to ap- 
pear before them. The concourse was very extraordinary. At night 
their Majesties went to St. Joao’s Theatre, where they were received 
with enthusiastic cheering, many flowers, and waving of handkerchiefs, 
On the 27th they visited the Custom-House, Stock-Exchange and Mili- 
tary Hospital. They were warmly applauded through all the streets 
from the windows, and at night again in the theatre. On the 28th they 
drove to Vianna do Castello; they arrived at half-past seven in the 
morning at Villa do Conde, and started at half-past nine for Povoa: 
they reached at noon Necessidades, and they made their appearance 
at Vinana et half-past seven in the evening. 

Their first steps were directed to the church, where a Te Deum was 
chanted, and they went afterwards to the house which was destined for 
their residence. Their Majesties and Highnesses were heartily welcomed 
amidst many cheerings and other demonstrations of rejoicing in that 
town, as well as in Villa do Conde, Povoa do Varzim, Barcellos, and 
the boroughs in their transit. On the 30th the Royal family started 
from Vianna to Braga, where they were received in all the streets with 
the greatest enthustasm. As soon as they arrived there was chanted @ 
Te Deum, and at night they went to St. Geraldo’s Theatre. During 
their stay they visited the splendid chapels in Bom Jesus. Their Ma- 
jeaties were the object of the most enthusiastic and gorgeous manifesta- 
tions of respect and sympathy that can be imagined. On the 3rd inst. 
they were at Amarante. On their entrance the town was adorned in 
every street with many signs of quiet rejoicing. At night Amarante 
was illuminated in a surprising manner. 

On the 4th they were at Villa Real, and an immense concourse 
cheered their Majesties and Highnesses. Many people were received by 
the Royal family. Such was the enthusiasm and love for their Majes- 
ties that the majority of the people kissed their hands, and kneeled, evi- 
dently against the will of the Royal persons. On the 6th they arrived 
at Regna, where they visited Ponte Nova, the Quay, and the Baths of 
Moledo, amid the most energetic acclamations. On the 8th they re- 
turned to Oporto, going down the river. They arrived at Freixo at 
seven o’clock in the morning, accompanied by many boats and barges 
a‘lorned with flags, which were to meet their Majesties beyond Avintes. 
In the palace of Freixo, belonging to a viscount of tho same title, was 
prepared a magnificent lunch for their Majesties. 

There was a ball given in honour of their Majesties. On the Sth the 
whole of the inhabitants of Oporto, in presence of the Royal Family, 
celebrated worthily the anniversary of the entrance of the Liberal army 
futo that city, All the press commemorated that glorious fact, and the 
city was dressed in its best ornaments to grace it. On the 12th they 
started from Oporto to Coimbra, where they have been assisting at the 
Feast of the Queen Saota Isabel. On the 15th their Majesties are ex- 
pected in Lisbon from their tour. 


The Commission named to study the causes of emigration from Por- 
tugal have held a mecting, in which the contracts of colonisation and 
the passages of emigrants on board the vessels and steamers were dis- 
cussed. The Commission resolved to ask, through the Foreign-office, 
the consular and diplomatic agents, the laws on emigration in Brazil, 
United States, Englund, and Germany. 

The Qucen of Sweden, who had come here to pay a visit on the 24th 
ult., has already left. I was told that she was so pleated with the 
beauties of this country that she promised to come again next year, to 
stay some weeks. Her Majesty visited the splendid mansion on the 
Pena, in Cintra, belonging to his Majesty D. Fernando, father of the 
King of Portugal, and the Palace of Monserrate, belonging to Mr. 
Cook, honoured two years ago by the King with the title of Viscount 
of that same place. The Queen was surprised at the form of the build- 
ing, and at the exquisiteness and richness of the ornamentation of those 
palaces and gardens. 


On the Gth ult. the corvette Hetephania and the steamer Lynce re- 
ceived orders to sail for a secret commission. The corvette has been 
expecting until now the last determination of Government. I was told 
that Government were informed of an important debarkment of guns 
to be made in our territory with destiny to Carlists. Others say that 
Government feared some revolt during the stay of their Majesties at 
Oporto. 

The uew Treaty of Commerce between Germany and Portugal has 
been in force since the 10th, but the first cargoes that arrived in Portugal 
have not profited by its provisions through not having the necessary 
certificate from the ports of departure.

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TESTING CONSULAR PASSPORTS IN CHINA. 

Mr. Baser’s adventure at Nanchang has demonstrated in 
the most practical way the truths of the ill reports brought 
by travellers of the officials and people of that city. The 
idea of stripping Mr. Baper of his official rank, and of 
sending him in the guise of a private individual to test 
the temper of a Nanchangese was a happy one, and com- 
pletely answered the desired end. His experiences tally ac- 
curately with those of missionaries and others who have 
from time to time had the ill-fortune to visit that city. His 
arrival was the signal for the collection of a stone-throwing 
crowd, over whom the Mandarins, who were amongst the 
rioters, professed to have no control. Willing to ascertain 
the feeling of the higher authorities Mr. Basser forced his 
way to the Governor's Yamen. Here at first he was met 
with the same excuses and prevarications as he had encoun- 
tered on first landing, and it was not until he had drawn 
the Governor's attention to the Chinese version of bis pass- 
port, and had warned him of the consequences of refusing 
him protection, that that functionary at length consented to 
provide him with an escort to protect him on his way back to 
his boat. Here, then, we have another instance of the determi- 
nation of the Mandarinsto ignore the provisions of the Treaty. 
And it must be remembered that but for the facts that Mr. 
BaBER was quite prepared for all contingencies, and was able 
to speak Chinese, the disturbance might very possibly have 
had a far more tragic ending. We trust that this event will 
add a further inducement to our Government, to preas on the 
audience question, for it is certain that a satisfactory settle- 
ment of that all-important point, will alone put an end to the 
outrages to which foreigners travelling in China are now con- 
stantly subjected. As long as the Fureign Ministers are ex- 
cluded from the Imperial presence, so long will the provincial 
Mandarins treat Western travellers as subjects of inferior 
powers, and so long will the lives and property of foreigners, 
when beyond the reach of the Consular authorities, be in 
imminent peril.

Tue P. and O. steamer Deccan, Captain Soames, with the 
first of the new teas, arrived and docked on the evening of 
the 16tb, followed by the Agamemnon the next evening. The 
Deccan left Wooaung on the 29th May, and the Agamemnon 
the day before, the respective passages being forty-eight and 
fifty days. The Deccan brings 2,500 tons, and the Aga- 
memnon 3,500 tons of tea. The freight by the former was 
£6 10s. and £7, if under forty-five days, out of which the 
Company had to bear the freight down from Hankow. The 
Agamemnon loaded at Hankow at £5 per ton. The Malacca, 
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with the new teas from Foochow, is reported at Gravesend, 
and the Sunda, from Canton, arrived on the 20th. The 
Deccan will shortly take her place again on the Indian side. 
Several steamers are proceeding out via the Suez Canal, of 
which particulars will be found in our advertising columns, 


WE believe that the departure of Mr. Pauncerors, the 
Attorney-General of Hong Kong, has been postponed until 
the second mail in August, arriving in time for the opening 
of the Court on 12th Oct. Chief Justice Smazz will, we 
understand, proceed about the same time. 


Tue Board of Trade have received from the Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs, an extract from a despatch from 
Her Masesty’s Minister at Peking, reporting that arrange- 
ments have been made for opening the port of Kiungchow 
it the island of Hainan, to foreign trade, 


WE understand that Mr. C. W. Howe 1, the Secretary to 
the P. and O. Company, who has been thirty years in 
the service of the company, retires, and will be succeeded by 
Mr. Betuouneg, formerly superintendent at Bombay, and lately 
assistant managing director in London. 





CHINA CONSULAR REPORTS. 
The missing commercial reports of Her Majesty’s Consuls in 
China for the year 1870 have just been published :— 


SHANGHAI. 

Mr. Oonsul Markham reports a falling off in British imports of. 
£263,958. This decline is chiefly in Cotton Piece Goods, but 
Woollen Goods also decreased slightly. Metals show a small in- 
crease, mainly in Lead. The import of Coal, Coke, and Needles 
decreased ; as did miscellaneous goods from the Colonies. There 
was, however, an increase in the importation of Opium from India, 
Taking the imports from alk foreign countries together, we find a 
decrease of Tls. 2,744,190, viz., Tls. 52,453,448 in 1870, against 
Tls. 55,197,642 in 1869. The British export trade shows an in- 
crease of Tls. 802,385, viz., Tls. 25,114,202 in 1870, against Tls. 
24,311,817 in 1869 ; but it appears that the export trade to Hong 
Kong was omitted in 1869, so that, if this be deducted from 
1870, there was a real decrease of Tis. 2,000,000. The total 
export of silk declined 900 bales. The gross value of the trade 
of Shanghai for 1870 was Tls. 106,425,772, showing a decrease of 
about Ts. 3,500,000. 730 British ships entered the port in 1870 
against 863 in 1869. The whole number of vessels, British and 
foreign, entering the port, shows a falling-off of about 200 ships. 
As there was a decrease in the general trade, there was of neces- 
sity a decrease in the amount of duties received ; but, the import 
of opium having increased, the total duties collected was about 
Tls. 60,600 more than in the previous year. A falling-off in the 
import and export of treasure direct from foreign countries is 
perceptible by about £1,300,000, but the indirect trade in this 
item shows an increase of about £400,000. The decrease in the 
importation of coal from Great Britain is owing to the successful 
working of the Takusima mines, near Nagasaki, the coal from 
which is every day coming into more extensive use, and to the 
consumption of native coal by the two lines of steamers plying 
on the Vangian: The cost of British coal ruled at about 50s. 
per ton ; the price of native coal ranged from 25s. to 30s. The 
cultivation of the poppy is reported as daily increasing, and the 
price of the native drug is therefore likely to be steadily reduced 
until Indian opium is driven out of the market altogether, unless 
it can be placed in the consumer’s hands at a lower price. There 
is no obstacle whatever to the cultivation of opium throughout 
the length and breadth of China. 

Mr. A. Davenport, Acting Vice-Consul, and Assessor of the 
Mixed Court, reports the working of the Mixed Court as unsatis- 
factory. The jurisdiction of the Court is too circumscribed ; the 
rank and pay of the Sub-Prefect too low ; there is considerable pre- 
judice in the minds of the natives that great difficulties lie in 
the way of their obtaining justice in cases brought against 
British subjects; the inadequacy of the punishments inflicted 
amounts to an incentive to crime ; and the reckless manner in 
which many British subjects give credit to natives is another main 
cause of the failure of the mixed Court. Mr. Davenport recom- 
mends that the Court should be placed under the direct authority 
of the Intendant of Circuit; that all cases between Chinese and 
British subjects should be tried by the Consul and Intendant with- 
out assessors ; and that the unsatisfactory nature of the punish- 
ments should be remedied by a system of hard labour, at the ex- 
pense of the Municipal Council. Mr. Davenport sums up an ex- 
ceedingly interesting and exhaustive report by observing that, if 
his recommendations are adopted, therelations between the natives 
and ourselves would re-assume the friendly tone which existed 
many years ago, but which cannot be restored so long as the 
offices of Incendant of Circuit and District Magistrate are filled 
by mere popularity hunters, exhibiting uncompromising hostility 
to foreigners. 
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The export of Black Tea from Shanghai for the year 1870 
athounted to 63,025,983 Ibs., against 59,990,709 Ibs. in the pre- 
ceding year. Green Tea also rose from 29,656,149 Ibs. in 1869, 
to 31,265,267 Ibs. 

The population of the native city and suburbs may be put down 
at about 320,000. 

CHINKIANG. 

This port is at present under the jurisdiction of Shanghai. 
Looking back over the history of the past four years, Mr. Mark- 
ham is of opinion that its reduction from the rank of a consulate 
in 1867 was premature. Sir Rutherford Alcock, who recommended 
the measure at the time, changed his mind on the subject, and 
advised its restoration to a consulate in the following year. In 
no port open to foreign commerce in China has the trade shown 
such powers of expansion asin Chickiang. At its present rate of 
development Chinkiang will become one of the most important 
emporiums of foreign commerce in China in a féw years. One of 
the most promising features in the future of this port is the cul- 
tivation of Silk. Teas are also largely grown in the neighbour- 
hood, and, from a political point of view, Chinkiang is of very con- 
siderable importance, situated as it is close to Nanking, the seat 
of the most powerful viceroyalty in the Empire. During 
the past few years almost all the political disturbances that 
have occurred in the central provinces have had their 
origin in this vicinity. It is very desirable to have a Con- 
sular. officer of such rank at Chinkiang as can call upon 
a viceroy at Nanking, and settle any differences that may 
arise in the interior or on the coast. Bhanghai is too far away 
for this purpose ; and the Consul there can only visit Nanking 
after a considerable delay, and at much inconvenience. The 
entire value of the British trade at this port in 1870 was 
46,000,000, the Consular fees steadily and rapidly increasing 
and it is hoped that it will now be restored to its old footing as a 
full Consulate. 


TAIWAN (FORMOSA). 

Mr. Acting Consul Hewlett reports the full realisation of the 

favourable anticipations he expressed in his last report as to the 
development of this district. The year 1870 shows the highest 
figure that the returns have reached since the opening of these 
ports since 1864. In shipping and tonnage there was, in spite of 
the discouraging political events of the year, a most marked in- 
crease ; and there sprang into existence, moreover, @ direct trade 
between Taiwan and the British colonies of Hong Kong and 
Australia. British vessels, however, cannot compete successfully 
in the ce trade with those under foreign flags, owing to the 
lighter draught and larger carrying capacity, in which North 
German and Danish vessels have a decided superiority. 
_ Alarge quantity of opium comes to Formosa in junks, The 
importer in foreign vessels is at 8 disadvantage as compared with 
the shipper in native craft. The latter pays no import duty, and 
is, consequently, able to undersell the foreign merchant by 
£46 5s, the amount collected under tariff. 

There was in 1870 an increased demand for Woollen and Cot- 
ton Fabrics, the consumption of which exceeded that of the pre- 
ceding year by 21,525 pieces, valued at £19,858. 

Treasure imports rose from £26,133 in 1869, to £133,335 in 
1870—the increase being occasioned by the large export of sugar, 
one by the comparatively low rates at which Opium sold during 

@ year. 

It is calculated that only one-fifth of the Rice grown in Formosa 
leaves the island in foreign vessels ; nevertheless the export of 
this article in 1870 exceeded that of the previous year by 5,794 
piculs, valued at £5,449—an increase which is only £500 less 
than the total value of the Rice exported in 1868. 

The chief product of the island, and that on which the com- 
mercial prosperity of these ports mainly depends, is Sugar. The 
returns for 1870 show an amazing increase in the export of this 
article, the Sugar exported in that year having nearly trebled 
that in the year preceding. The shipments were chiefly to J apap, 
where, owing to the failure of the crop, they sold at highly profit- 
able rates. 

The event of the year which excited the most interest was, of 
course, the proposed disestablishment of the foreign Consulates 
and the consequent closing of the island to foreign trade. 
Against this proposal the foreign residents protested, and Mr. 
Hewlett supported their arguments in a memorial, which must bo 
fresh in the recollection of our readers. The result of the trad- 
ing of 1870 pore beyond doubt the justice of Mr. Hewlett’s 
viewk and the value of the port to us. It must be added 
to that, although the Formosan officials are enerally ra- 
pacious, when foreign interests do not affect their personal 
aggrandisement, there is not much to complain of in them. As 
soon as intelligence of the Tientsin massacre reached this place, 
the Taoutai took steps to prevent any popular outbreak, and re- 
pressed any rumours calculated to inflame the popular mind 
against missionaries. There is only one Protestant mission in 
Formosa; its members belong to the English Presbyterian 
Church. They own no property away from the Treaty ports, all 
chapels at inland ports being registered in the name of 
Chinese converts. By exercising great caution in the admis- 
sion of uative members, and by rigidly abstaining from 
interfering in the temporal concerns of the converts, they 
disarm suspision, coneihate te authorities, and thove about 
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the country unmolested, if not unnoticed. The Roman Ca- 
tholic missionaries are believed to be equally impressed with the 
importance of avoiding collision with the native authorities. In 
connection with the Presbyterian mission, and supported by its 
funds and voluntary contributions, are two hospitals, in one of 
which relief was afforded to 2,000 natives in 1870, and the other 
is equally appreciated, the Taoutai havirg Broranted a donation 
to it, and declared that the authorities would willingly subscribe 
to such institutions. 

The constant shipwrecks on the Pescadores make the erection of 
lighthouses on those dangerous islands of urgent importance, not 
only to the local shipping, but to all vessels of the larger class 
engaged in the China trade. 


TAMSUY (FORMOSA). 

Mr. Vice-Consul Gregory reports, the import of British manufac- 
tures as maintained, and, on the whole, increased. The exports 
show a large increase as compared with those of the last five or 
six years, mainly owing to the rapid growth of the tea trade. This 
trade may be said to have commenced in 1866, when 180,824 Ibs. 
were exported ; by a rapid and steady development it has now at- 
tained seven or eight times that amount. The mannet of conduct- 
ing the trade differs from that which prevails at other ports. 
Here the British merchant buys the tea in an unprepared or 
partly-prepared state, and in small quantities. It is then pre- 
pared for exportation on his premises and under his direction. 
One cause of the rapid arowih of the trade may be found in the 
care and the honesty with which the tea is prepared by the 
British exporters. Another cause is the advantage of climate and 
situation. The greater part of the tea exported goes to America. 
Until 1871 there was no inland tax on tea in Formosa. The lekin 
tax was then imposed amidst much discontent and opposition, 
Notwithstanding this check Mr. Gregory believes the export will 
show a continued increase. The tax, after several tentative re- 
gustions) has been fixed at the moderate rate of about a farthing 
per lb, 

Rice was in 1870 the second export in point of value—which 
was greater than in any year since 1864. Oamphor showed a 
larger export also, reaching 17,239 owt. The overthrow in 1868 
of the monopoly of this article greatly lowered the price and in- 
creased the fat An attempt to levy @ small lekin tax on this 
article was not persevered in in consequence of the pprontien it 
met with. Mr. Gregory is of opinion that, from the peculiar 
character of the camphor manufacture and trade, a well-managed 
and honestly worked official monopoly under European superin- 
tendence might be advantageous. 

Coal is exported almost entirely from Keeling, and not from 
Tamsuy itself ; the export of 1870 was much smaller than that 
of any year since 1868. The collection or manufacture of the 
sulphur of Tamsuy is prohibited by orders from I’eking. It is 
much to be wished that the manufacture of this product was 
established under official sanction, either on Government account 
or otherwise. 

The total value of imports and exports in European vessels, 
excluding treasure and re-exports, was £314,000, about £180,000 
of which was British or British Indian. The rice-fields of Bangka, 
ten or twelve miles from this port, yield two harvests per annum; 
the first crop is reaped in July, the second in November. The 
rice bears a high character in the Chinese market. Tea planting 
is on the increase in the inner country near the aborigines’ bor- 
ders. Windmills are unknown, but there are flour mills worked 
by the overshot water-wheel.

JAPANESE NAVAL ARMAMENTS. 

A report by the captain of the Russian corvette Boyarin, published 
in the Constradt Messenger, gives some curious details on the present 
state of the naval armaments of Japan. On the 14th July, 1871 (he 
says), five Japanese ships of war entered the harbour of Yokohama. 
One of these ships is a corvette of English construction, armed with 
six long cast-iron guns and two bronze guns. The second ship is an 
ironclad ram, the Stonewall Jackson, formerly part of the American 
Confederate fleet. It is armed with a 300-pounder and two Armstrong 
rifled 70-pounders, The three other vessels are screw gunboate of 
English construction, each armed with three guns. Tho crews of 
these vessels are composed exclusively of Japanese, with a uniform cx- 
actly the same as that of English sailors. On the 28th March 
a casemated Japancse corvette, the Reuzeokan, armed with eight 
guns, also entered the burbour. The railway between Yedo and 
Yokohama (continues the report) is now quite finished, and will 
shortly be open for public traffic. The telegraph is already being 
used along the whole of the line, and a second telegraphic wire is bein, 
laid between Nagasakiand Yokohama. The Japanese army is equippe 
and armed in the French manner, and its rifles are according to the 
Albini system. In the Gulf of Yedo there is an arsenal, situated on 
a terrace cut into the side of a mountain; this araenal is provided 
with a large dock, 407 feet long, 82 feet wide, and 21 feet deep. The 
largest ocean steamers can enter it for repairs. The water of the 
dock is exhausted in ten hours by threc large steam-pumps. Its con- 
struction occupied eighteen months, and cost the Japanese Govern- 
ment 240,000 Mexican dollars. Thirty vessels have already been re- 
fitted in this dock. Another dock of smaller dimenstons ia 
being constructed by the side of the firat for ships of small 
tonnage. The Admiralty also has a rope manufactory, a foundry, 
a boiler manufactory, a mechanical forge, a steam sawing-machine, 
and all the meocvasary appliances for. repairing ships. Enyinos 
and boilafs aré now being constructed for river steamers: ThE: 
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buildings are all of wood; they are not supplied with much ma- 
chinery, but what they have is sufficient for the wants of the harbour. 
This small establishment will evidently never become the naval ar- 
senal of Japan, but it forms an excellent nucleus for the young 
Japanese fleet, and will afterwards be of great use for the squadron 
which the Japanese Government is apparently about to keep up in the 
neighbourhood of the capital. ‘The arsenal was built by a French 
engineer, M. Verny, who has been retained as manager of the es- 
tablishment. Thirty Frenchmen are attached to it in the capacity of 
foremen, assistants, and instructora. The maintenance of the works 
costs $00,000 Mexican dollars a-yeat ; and since they were begun, 
five years ago, the expenses of the establishment have amounted to 
1,500,000 dollars. 


EXTRACTS FROM LANMAN’S JAPANESE EMBASSY. 


THe GIRLS 88NT FOR EDUCATION.—The names of thie delegation 
of Japanese girls are as follows:—Lio Yoshimas, aged fifteen; Tei 
Wooyeda, aged about fifteen; Stematz Yamagawa, aged twelve; Shinge 
Negai, aged ten; and Ume Tsuda, aged eight years. They represent in 
their persons five distinct families, and while they aro not immediately 
connected with the Imperial Family of Japan, they do belong to that 
particular class which would, in this country, be called the aristocracy 
of intellect and wealth combined. How these particular girls happened 
to be selected is not important; and, although their fathers or friends 
were abundartly able to send them abroad, they have in reality come to 
this country as the wards of the Japanese Government. Their fathers are 
all connected with the present Government, and rank as follows :—Yo- 
shimas, retainer of a Prince of Tokzyawa ; Wooyeda, second secretary 
of the Department of State; Yamagawa, first chamberlain tu the Prince 
of Adzu ; Nagai was formerly a retainer of the Tycoon, but now hulds 
allegiance to the ruling power, and has a public position ; Tsuda is one 
of the secretaties of agriculture, as well as a geologist and civil engineer. 
They were consigned to the care of the Japanesc Minister, Mr. Mori, ia 
Washinzton, and in view of very numerous applications that were made 
by edocational {institutions throughout the country to take them in 
eharge, and while debating what was best to do with the girls, Mr. Mori 
feeolved to keep them for a few months under his immediate prutection, 
and obtained comfortable and cheerful homes for them in Georgetown, 
under the general supetvision of the editor of this volume. With 
fegard to the kind of education which the Government of Japan would 
have bestowed upon these girls, that is a question which will probably 
be decided by Mr. Mori, ant his personal views have been freely ex- 
Pressed in Washington society. He would, in the first place, have them 
made fully aequaintet! with the blessings of home life in the United 
States; an4, in the second place, he would have their minds fully stored 
with all those kinds of information whieh will make theth true ladies. 


ReruBlican GOVERNMENT, BY Mr. ENovyE.—The Government 
is influencéd to a gteat extent, not by the opinions of a King, or what 
is worse, those of a few ambitious politicians, but by the mighty voice 
of at almost infallible people. It is evident that the Government thus 
sitadted will be thore faithful in the exccution of its duties than in mo- 
marthical countries, where the character of the Government depends a 
good deal ott the disposition of the sovereign. Another strong point in 
a fepublic is the bicameral featuré of its Government. One body acts 
a# & check on another, and if theit characters arc diffrent, for instance, 
the fitst Radical and the second Conservative—the course of legislation 
will be meithor too progressive, with which the people carinot keep pace, 
nét so Consettative as to interfete with the entetprises of the country. 
Tho right to struggle for fame, for learning and wealth, is the gtandest 
heritage of humanity, and this right is most scrupulously respected in 
althost all the republican countries of the present day; hence the poorest 
atid humbiest can have fair play to bevoime supctior in position to any 
other. Belfiolding a republic #ith her weakness and strength before us, 
atid & tnonarchy with hers in the same position, we shall fear the latter 
ad out enerty, for she is strong, but the former we sliall loveas we love 
the truth ; «fe shall enronrans ad we would an inexperienced youth, for 
her strength is not yet as fully developed as that of het elder sister, mo- 
narchy. 


Tuk Position’ or Women tn JapaAn.—Whatever éustottis have 
beett Introddted among the lower classes through the pérnicious teach- 
a of Chinese literature, they have been constantly resisted by our 
better Classes. Never original to Japan, our efforts have been to era- 
dicate them as fast as possible. In proof of these assertions I refet to 
our ancient history, showing that out of 124 sovercigns, rulers of Japan, 
eight Emipresses are included in the list. These ladies ruled long and 
wisely. Under the rule of an Empress Jupan attacked and conquefed 
Kotea, after a brilliant ¢ampaign, which country she held as a de- 
pétidency for ovet 600 ycars, wien, finding {& had become more cate 
than value, we voluntarily relinquished it. Under the rule of an 
Bhipress Japan attained high literary culthre, teligion was inculcated 
att@ respected, and facilities for general education wets greatly improved. 
China never had an Empress. Throughdut most of the countries of 
Burope and Asia lines of hereditary descent have been wholly male; 
bat I am happy to say Japan has prospered under eight such reigns. 
Finding our atcient practice confirmed by the experience of Western 
nations, Japan reed tiot hesitate now to enforce among all classes that 
respect and consideration fut women that has never been wanting about 
her court ahd among her better families. Thus may Japan hope to 
insure the stability of her civilisation, and regain her early chivalry, 
and, by enlisting the assistance of educated mothers and daughters, 
secure a noble future. 


Tar Jesuits AND EARLY MissIONARIES.—The Christian Mis- 
alonaries, seeing their growing influence over the consciences of the 
, commended to meddle with the politics of the state, whereupon the 

atch warned our people of the danger from this. Acting upon this 
suggestion the Government prohibited its propagation and compelled all 
foreigners, except the Dutch, to leava the country. At the siege and 
sabscquens fall of Osaca the final victory of the. f the: Pelaxth- 
gawa family was gained, andmany leading officers who were in the 
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city escaped to Shunabarra, near Nagasaki, where the people generally 
professed Christianity, and excited them to open insurrection, by delud- 
ing them into the belief that the Government intended to prohibit 
Christian Worship. Those people, labouring under this delusion, re- 
belled against the Government, and maintained their position for over 
two years ; and soon after they were overcome they still continued to be 
rebellious and fanatical, mixing their religious belief with party spirit. 
This caused the Government to take steps to prohibit this worship en- 
tirely throughout the empire ; therefore, on this account, and not on ac- 
count o the belief itvelf, it was prohibited. ‘This is further proved to 
have been the motive by thefact that Buddhism was not also prohibited, 
which ia not the faith of the Mikado, he being Sintoo, in his fuith. 

These things occurred about the year 1630. At the time Commodore 
Perry entered Yeddo the Tycoon made the Treaty with him in opposition 
to the sentiments of several of the great daimios, who, having long 

been jealous of the Tokungawaclan (of whichtheTycoun wasa member), 

took advantage of the anti-foreign sentiment of the people, thea pre- 

vailing, and pretending also to make war to uphold the religion of the Mi- 
kado rebelled against and overthrew the Tycoon, and put his majesty the 
Mikado on thethrone in his stead. In fact, they made use of the Mikadoas 
apuppet toexecute their desires in hisname, and scemingly by hisauthority. 
The present Government, owing to its declarations, was nedessarily 

severe against any who followed any foreign religion. Against those 

who professed Buddhism, which being generally professed in the empire, 

they took measures only against the priests, who were deprived of many 
privileges hitherto granted to them. Whatever promises may have been 

made by it, relative to the mild treatment accorded to native converts, 

their punishment continues to be severe and cruel. Under the late Go- 
vernment the punishment was the crucifixion of the convert, but by the 
law of this Government the punishment extends over eight families, to 
wit, parents, grandparents, elder and younger brothers and aisters, 
uncles, aunts, soné, daughters, grandchildren, and male and female 
cousins of the convert, and is death. It certainly has done away with 

the punishment by cracifixion, but simply doing this can hardly be 
called mild treatment. Those converts who were imprisoned yeat 

before last would have been killed according to this law, but for the 

remonstranees of the foreign representatives.

Advices from Constantinople confirm the news of the Porte’s 
objections to the increase in the Suez Canal tonnage dues, and 
state that the project for cutting a second canal with English 
capital is again being mooted. It is asserted that, ad the new 
canal could be made at leds than one-third the cost of the present 
one, it would pay the shareholders a fair dividend, even if it were 
used only by British shipping. 

Telegrams have been received from Singapore, ahouuncing the 
failure of the well-known Chinaman Whampoa. A compromise 
has been atrahged at 55 cents. The firm of Smith, Harrison, 
and Oo., in which Whampoa waé # partner, have also had a 
meeting of créditors, and agreed to pay in full, Mr. Harrison 
the London agent, has not stopped payment. 

The tenders for £600,000 in bills on India were teceived at the 
Bank of England, when the amounts allotted were—to Calcutta, 
£432,000 ; to Bombay, £163,200; and te Madras, £4,800. The 
minimum price was fixed, as before, at 1s. 10$d. of all the presi- 
dencies, and tenders on each at 1s. 103d. will reeeive about 96 per 
cent. These results show a slight increase of demand for means 
of remittance to the Hast. 

Messrs. Schroeder and Oo, announce the payment of the in- 
terest on the Japan Customs Loan due on the Ist August. 

The China clipper Arie/, which left Loudon Feb. 4, for Sydney, 
had not arrived out on June 20, 135 days. Fifty guineas pre- 
mium has been paid on her. 

The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company's steamer 
Mongolia, which left Southampton on the 18th inst., was, in gold 
—to Galle, £100 ; to Singapore, £1,000 ; to Bombay, £5,000 ; to 
Madras, £801; in silver—to Singapore, £25,500 ) to Hong Kong, 
£13,260 ; to Shanghai, £2,675 ; to Calcutta, £1,000; total, in gold, 
£6,901 ; in silver, £41,925, 

There is but little doing in Bar Silver, the supplies on hand being 
limited. The current price is 60 3-16d. per oz. standard. Mexi- 
can Dollars show no alteration. We quote the old ovinage 624d., 
and the new 592d. per oz. The large amount known to be on its 
way from Mexico will probably arrive early in August.

TEA. 

The following is from Messrs. Capel and Co.'s Circular :— 

The market for old season's Teas during the week has been very 
quiet, the chief sales making being at public auction, without reserve, 
prices showing but little alteration. Further arrivals of new District 
Congous and Scented Teas have also come to hand, but have met with 
but little demand. Capers have realised rather better prices than 
Orange Pekoes, but both show a reduction on last week’s rates. New 
District Congous have algo again sold in favour of buyers. The deli- 
veries for the week have amounted to 2,865,540 lbs, against 3,097,378 
Ibs. last year. 

The arrival of the Deccan, in dock, on the evening of the 16th, and 
of the Agamemnon on that of the 17th, have been the chief feature 
of interest. The Teas by the former were placed on the market on 
the 17th inst., and those of the latter yesterday. They have not met 
with much demand ; the finer Teas have alone found competition, the 
medium to fine kinds having been prejudiced by the declaration of 
about 2,000 packages for public sale, without reserve, for to-day and 
to-morrow. The quality on the whole we consider about the same as 
last year, certainly showing no improvement. The sales have amounted 
to over 10,000 packages, from Is. 6d. to 1s. 10d. for fair to good, 
1s. 11d. to 2a. 6d. for fine to finest, in chests and half-chests, and 
1s. 11d. for good, and 2s. 1d. to 2s. 8d. per lb. for fine to extra fine, in 
boxes. A parcel of finest Pak Lin, in boxes, arrived overland, has 
been taken at 2s. 9d. per lb., the quality being considered superior.

Of new make Congou, Tay-Shan leaf, sales have been made of 
fair quality strong burnt at 11d. to 1a. per lb., and strong malty burnt 
kinds at 1s. 04d. to 1s. 2d. per Ib., fine at 1s, 2id. to 1s. 4d. per Ib.; 
finest at 1s. bd. to 1s, 7d. are neglected, being interfered with by 
new black-leafe. 

Canton Scented Capers.—It is seldom the out-turn has proved so 
inferior, as with few exceptions Teas are largely mixed with “lie tea” 
and other matter, and most parcels are wanting in scent. The few 
small lots of truly fine quality were briskly competed for and realised 
high prices, say 28. 6d. to 3s. per Ib. 

Scented Orange Pekoe.—The quality of this class of Tea is fairly 
good, and quite equal to last season's, but prices rule lower, as there 
has been great haste shown by importers to sell, and prices rule very 
moderate, 1s. 4d. to 1s. 5d. for good medium strong scented, 1s. 6d. to 
1s.

Black Leaf.—The steamer Deccan’s samples were offered on the

day for second quality teas; finest rule tolerably firm, and doubtless 
the loss of the Parnassus (reported to have the bulk of the crack 
Ningchows) will tend to keep this grade up.
